STILL GEOWING.

Yesterdsy's Devetopments Result in Additions

to the Harrison Strength,
fyecial to the Indiansdoifs Journal.
Cuicawo, Juse 19.—This bas besen a day of

exeitemesnst and msoevering. The convention is
fairly under way and sevtiment is rapidly crys-
‘tallizing. The result of to-day’s work has been
surprisiog to the [riends of severa! eandidates
whose chaneces have beeu noticeably diminished,
and correspoodingly gratifying to those of others
who have profSited at the expense of
their ecompetitors. To the frst elass belong
the adherest of Mr. Sherman and General Alger,
to the 'atter those of General Harrison and Mr.
Depow. The New York crowd bave beea os-
‘pecially active, aod to-night are makiog grea:
elaims for which there ls a show of foundation
in fast. The rapid growth of the Depew candi-
dacy bas had the effect of preatly lesseniong the
chanees of both the Ohio and Michicap favor-

+ Itsa. There has, all slong, been a suspicion that
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the putting forward of Mr. ‘Depew was
lor the parpose of holding the New York dete-
gation in cheek for the purpese of transferring
ts, nitimateiy, to Mr. Eiaine, but the delegation
declares in the most emphatio terms that his
fight is real and earnest, and that they will hang
%o him from first to last, or 80 long as there is avy
thaoce for bis success. Their efforta have been
shiefly directed, to-day, toward waking votes
smoug the delegates from the grancer States,
but they have only been very moderately sue-
cesaful: however, nis friends claim that he has
gained po little strength in the Southern States,
‘and are boasting to-nigh? that he will be a pood

The Harrison men have the greatest reason
to O high'y encouraged. [t is admitied every-
where among delegates in tue lobbies, on the
strests, wherever couvention probabilities are
discuseed, and that 18 everywhere, that Indiana
possesses the key to the siteation in the person
of Genoral Harrison. This is an impression
«bat has grown steadily day by day uotil it bas
become » pesitive convietion in the mindsor
all. People who have, within the last day or
two, endeavored to throw cold water on his can-
didacy bave besn foreed to admit that he has
become .. first amoog the probabiiities Dels-
gates who eame here undecided have apparently
pettled upon him as the man for the oceasion,
aftar several days of constant and watchlul son-
pideration. The zeal which Indiana workers
bave thrown into the fight has been surprising,
‘and the talk of dissensions and divisions in the
State bas disappeared as completely as though
it bad never bean indulged at all. He bhas been
making votss in every direction, and as a second
choioe jeads deyond comparsion every competi-
tor for the distinguished honor of a nomination
at the bands of tha conveantion

Afwer the adjouroment of the convention this
afteraoon, the respective committses met to
perform the work for which they were apooint-
ed, and the Indiana representatives on them
had an opportusity to meet at once representa-
tives from every State and Territory.
The talk indulged in was encouraging beyond
all axpectation. *‘Stick to your man and you
will surply wio; nearly all of our people will
tome to him at 1he proper time,” was the assur-
ance given by delegates from more than balf
the States. The corps of nawspaper correspond-
mats, who have the best of facilities for obsery-
ing the direction of the drift, are to-night plae-
ing Harvison at the very top of the liss, and In-
Jiana's beadguarters is the central rallying point
for them during the day.

The Alger men bave bean perceptibly dis-
heariened to-day Dby their failure to receive en-
souragement from the South. The Depew move-
ment bas cut inte their ranks, and has partially
dsmoralized the foress of Mr. Sherman. Many
colored delegates who bave been decorated with
Suerman badges until to-day have been talking
Depew to-might. It s comsidered as guite
improbable that Mr Sherman oan sucered. His
first strength will almoat surely be his greatest,
and i very fow localities does he appear to be
the second choice of delegates. Notwithstand-
in@ his acknowledged strength, bis leaders have
not been able to saggest any eombinations by
which be is apt to profit. and it Is the generally
sccapted belief that he will not grow in strength.

Mr. Alger in ot vearly se likely a quantity as
be was yesterday, owing to the counsiderations
abeve supgpested, and Aenator Allisan’s positica
1o relatively what it has been from the outset
His is the one boom in which there bas been no
pereenptible changw.

This bhas been & difficult convention to make
predietions for; the sitoation bas changed so
rapidly and so pereentibiy that what has appeared
probable one day hasbeen utteriy cut of conmaer-
ation the vexs; but the fact remains that General
Harrison bas zrown ateadily in favor, and his ia
the only eandidacy that has st uo time appeared
lees favorabie than it bae at any previous period
betwesn Bim aod  Sesstor Sherman, s
‘wmsther,  Gewersl  Alssr  spoeared

) g
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acd so on, for quantity; but it is cignificant
that, zo matier how often or how vigorousiy
the political kaleidoscope has been shaken up,
General Harrison's foree has been left 1nsact
Others bave been disfigured or disappeared en-
tirely, but the Indisna msa bhas wora the same
smile of satisfaction from the start.

In the lobbies there is 0o end of talk of Mr.
Blaice, bot it is evident tbat it stops there.
Wherever bis name is mentioned among the
delogates it is received with the kindliest ex-
pressions, but the sentiment is at once expressed
that his two letters were written in good faith,
and that he must not be regarded as a candidate.
If there is any plan on the part of his
fricads to bring bis same econspicuocusly for-
ward, it has been the most adroitly concealed
bit of political schemiog that kas yet been in-
duiged in. In fact, thers is nothiog to indieats
that sueh schome has been considéred. One of
the most promiosat <friends of Mr
Blaiue, one who is geserally koewn
ss one of his closest advisers, said to me
to-night: “There is abeolately nothing
in the talk about Mr. Blaine. We recognize the
fact that no maa n the party stands in the posi-
tion oceupied by him; his friends are legion, but
he is positively not 3 candidate before the con-
vention, and wers his nomioation possible it
would not be permitted. I bave no doubt his
name will be presented acd that he will receive
some votes, but he will npot be asom-
inated—thes is final, and must be
8o accepted.” The gentieman who
makes that statement is one whose name, if
mentioned, would convince everybody that be
was siocere in bis statement that Blaine is not
among the possivilities. I baopen to know that
the same geutieman has said the same thiog to
s number of Mr. Blaine's admirers, wheo will
vote for another candidate in consequence. It
is also troe that he is & warm friend of
Geoeral Harrison, and is exerting a most
potent influence in his behalf. 4s a mattsr of
fact, the leaders in the Blaine moveraent of four
years ago are the warmest friends the Indiana
man bhas, and from Blsine's forees will come his
greatest strength. Another indication that the
delegates accept Mr. Biaine's last letier as a
final acd peremptory refusal to permit
the serious ecounsideration of his name is
to be foand in the manner in which
the delegates received the speech of Chairman
Thutston. Judge Thurston is one of the origi-
oal Blaince men, and his address to the conven-
tion made fitting refersnce to the grea: leader.
His first sllusion to the Plumed Knight awak-
ened a perfect tumult of applause and the
galleries fairly weot wild. People stood up ia
chairs, waved handkerchiefs aod flags and in
every way possidle gave vent to their entbuei-
asm, but when, in a subsequent
sentence, closing his reference to
the man from Maize, Mr. Thurston said, ““We
must not commit the political erime of dis-
obeyiog his order,” the delegates responded
with & unanimity that was surprising. Io short,
while it is by everyone conceded that no man
stands so high in the hearta of his party
followers as does Mr. Blaine, It is not considered
probable that his romination will be the resuls
of the balloting. .

Ouve of the encouraging features of the con-
vention talk is to be found in the fact thas

wherever the name of Mr. Blaine is mentionad
that of General Harrison is coupled with it in
like admiration, and the friends of the first are
friends of the latter.

Another thing certain is that the convention
wiil nomioate no man who is not regarded as a
friend of Mr., Blaice To summarize,
General Harrison's nomioation is still the
logieal! outcome. There has beeu nothing
from the first that has tended to diminish his
etrength, but, on the contrary, it has continued
to grow and increase in volume, To-night,
while Mr, Sherman is undoubtedly the leader at
the start, and while the immense prestige of
New York's seventy-two votes will be given Mr.
Depow, the Indiana man looks more like a win-
ner than gither. Seriously, and In all eandor,
I would rather have his chances for the nomi-
nation than those of any other candidate in the
fleld.

At a late hour this evening Governor Proetor,
of Vermont, Sepator Cheney and Congressman
Gallinger, of New Hampshire, walked
into the Indians bheadquarters, and publicly
sonounced themselves for General Harrison,
modest!y supplementing the declaration with
the statement that if the sonouncement wounld
do the Gemeral any good it might be
publicly declared. The lodians erowd
ta m hi feather over the
very decided position taken by the distinguished
geotleman referred to, aud regard this accession
a8 especially favorsble. Indiana's chanoes grow
higher bourly, and her candidate is surely be-
comiog the favorite.

Itis also stared on what ia regarded ss re-
liable and trustworthy autbority that the Wis-

cotiein delegation have agreed to vote as a nnit
for General Harrison after the sesond ballot.

The Indianapolis Glee Club has paid visits to-
right to a dozen different beadquarters, and
bave beets warmly recsived, W. 8. R. Tarking-
ton, O. D. Weaver, J. G. Woodard and John G.
Blake are the members of the club. As all
the beadquarters visited three cheers
were given for Harrison and Indiana. The Mis-
souri delegation borrowed one of the Harriron
Club's bacds to-oight, and Eeatucky borrowed
the other, and éach paid a visit to Harrison Club
beidquarters, whers they serenaded the club
nod cheered lustily for Harrison. The Kentueck-

A Scens of Beauty Sach aa Has Never Beenj

Equaled on a Similar Ocosslon.
#vecial to the Indinnasolls Jourass

Cuicaco, June 19.—The fortunate holders of
tickets to the convention were given a rare treas,
to-day, at ihe openlog session. Leaving the
thousands who bad assembled on the outside of
the apparent massive stone ruin which goes by
Eugens Fields same of the *“Oddorium,”
the ticket-holders were vassed from one
police officer to another on to the gate-keepers,
torough the turn-stiles apd vp the temporary
stairways which were deftly concealed by bunt
ing and in at the entranee. The sight that met
their eyen was startliing ino its beauty, The
palace of Aladdin, as decribea in the Ara-
Lilam  Nights, with all its wondrons
windows of jJewels was  dull Dbeside
the brilliant hall. with its three galleries lighted
with hundreds of insandescent bails of fire and
decked with artistieally arranged flags, stream-
ors and bunticg. Great arches of hight sprine
from ome aside to the other of the
hall, electrie stars are suspended from
the cellinges and over the speaker's desk
& great shield of red, white and blue bulbs

) flashes its rays full in the faces of the audience.

Thers is not a ray of sunlight in the vest ball;
electricity magically casta its steady flamesfrom
2,500 globes, which fook as numberiess as
the otars n  the firmanent The
decorations are bewildering. They have
evideasly bDeen arranged by ariists in
the blending of eolors, for the effect is pleasing
to the eye and as impressivs as a great picture,
Flage, bustiog and streamers cover \he walls,
eelliog and every pillar, while the fronts of the
gallerion are similarly decorated, belog
inte1sversed with the porteaits  of
leading  staldemen of  other years
On the speakor's desk, which in the same one
from whish Garfleld asd wers nomi-

Bated, 1he floral deserations are superh. To
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the right of the stand is a bust of General Lo-
gan, draped with the American flag, and on the
left, above oue of the boxes, is & large painting
from the battie of Atlanta, showiag the
gallant “Black Jack” nding to the frent, Mam-
moih pietures of Lincoln and Grant, festooned
is flags, face each other on the north aud seath
walls, and the lamented Garfleld's portrais
looks down on the arens where the
great politieal Dbattle of the  week
is to be fought The wmere sighs
of the great hali snd assemblage is an event in
any one's life, and the pity is that more esnuot
be accommodated. The ball will seat 8,100 peo-
ple, dut to-day, at the opening session, there
were fully fAfteen hundred sests, mostly in
the gallaries, that were not oceupied. This was
because many of the tickets were not
distributed ontil a short time befors the open-
ing of the convention. The delegates’ positions
are marked with beautifol blue banners lettered
in giltt Indisna is io the ricbt center o!\tlu
delegzates’ space, & good place, and one from
which it is not hard to eatch the eye of the
chairman. The ventilation of the hall by artifi-
cisl means makes the sir delightfully pleasant,
and the fans that the delegates and visitors
brought were not of mueh use. They wers used
effectively, bowever, for cheering when some of
the speacers made allusions to the favorite sons.

The openiog session was not especially an in-
teresting one. The proceedings were respect-
fully listened to, but the people ware apoarent-
ly more interested in the sights than in the
sounds, and when the long list of committess
were annousced and the address of Chairman
Joues was being read, many ot up and went
out.

There was a fair sprinkling of Isdisna
pecple on the stage and in the gal-
leries, but they were not as oumerous as
usual at national conventions. Governor Porter
and Mayor Denny, accompanied by Hon.

Robert Graham, ocoupied good seats ou
the firss rows of the lower
gallery immediately in front of the chairman.
On the right, in the lower gallery, Moses Mc-
Clain bad a prominent seat, and the faces of T.
P. Haughey, W Wallace and Fransk Bird
were vigible in the crowd. Oa the stage, Maj.
George W. Steele and Gen. Lew Wallace
were in comforiable places, but the
most of the Indisna folks were
out looking at the lake. The ticket arrange-
ments bave been very badly managed The
distribution was delayed uotil so late an hour
that many persons were unable to get into the
first session, and the dissatisfaction expressed
over this matter was loud and long,

The prayer of Rev. F. W. Gonsanlus was a
good Republieau invocation, being in harmony
with the priociples of the party. There is a
suspicion that is might have been submitted to
the national committee and approved.
He had & good voice, and de-
livered the prayer in a very impressive
maoner. His allusion to General Sheridan was
tender and had a visible offect. At the close
there was avplause, which was not inapproprni-
ate, considering the eardinal principles of the
party on which he asked the Almighty's bless-
iog. -

The event of the session, however, was the
speech of Chairman Thurston, It was rhetorie-
ally a good .piece of work, ard, with the fine
voice and impressive manner io which it was de-
livered, Bt created a favorable impression. His
allusion to Blaine was at firstapparen:ly likely to
be misunderstood by the convention, but when,
after praising him and waiting until the cheer-
ing bad subeided, he continued and said: “As
his true friends we cannot, dare pot
commit the Mli‘lenl erime
obedience to his expressed will,” there were
evidences of great satisfaction in the vast au-
dieoce. His references to the Democratic ad-
ministration of Cieveland were rather seathing,
and were well received. They eclosed with the
riogiog sentence that “It is strong
in the imbeeility  of ‘innecuous
desuetude,” and deserves to live as
& reminiscence of promises forgotten and
pledges unredeomed.” His paroration, in which
be used with great effect the story of the heart
of Bruce, was delivered with telling effeet, and
be receivad the coogratulations of the
emipent men about him on the stand,
while the convention echeered with great
enthusiasm. Chairman Green, of the Nebraska
delegation, was allowed to eommence his speech
presenting the guest of his delegation, Gen. John
C. Fremont, but there was a teudency to euy
bim as be started in on the greatest effort
of Dhis his, and he had the
good sense to know when the convention had
enough, and quis, very gracefully introducing
the General, who was received with enthusiasm.
He replied in excallent taste, and put the con-
vention in good humor by the brevity of his re-
marks. There was some routine work done,
after which the adjournment until to-morrow
was earried. G. O B
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THE PROBLEM OF THE ROUR.

The New York “Tribune"” Thinks the Nomi-
nation of Harrison Is the Solation,

Bpecial to the Indianaoaiis Journas

WasHINGTON, June 19.—An editorial ia to-
day's New York Tribune, devoted almost exclu-
gively to a discussion of General Harrison's

strength in the country at large, and i3 Indiana
and New Yoirk in particular, has attracted a

great deal of attention and cansed much com-
ment at the eapital, The Tribune savs:

““The nomination of Harrison for President,
who is strong in Eastern doubtful States, is a
solution which delegates off=r, behiaving that it
fits be requirements of the problem. Thay be-
heve that Harrison would not be so opposed in
tha Pacific States as that he conld be &Mon on
the issue of protection, and that his name, re-
ealliog the averwhelming defeat ot the Demo-
eratic party forty-eight years ago, would kindle
resistless enthusissm. With  Phelps, of
New  Jersey, for Vies-president, they
reason, or  Wwith BOMma other candl-
date strong in the [Eastern Siates, the
ticket wonid secura fifresn clectoral votes in lo-
diana, and with elther nine in New Jorsey or
six in Connecticutt, or thirty-six in New York,
enough to win. Thyre are other combinations pro-
vosed which have "been discussed already and
which offer reasonable hopes of suceess, and
othara, aiso, which will never need discussion,
because they do pot fit the necessities of the
problam. At present the abeve mentioned ap-
pear to receive most attention from delegates
who study the situation, nos in the »spirit of
boomers, but with generalship. The oﬁjoction
to the solution offeread by Harrison's
friends is that he might lose in ecertain
Paeifio States; eisewhers bis perecoal worth will
maks him s worthy champion of protection, and
the objection to his vote on the Chinese treaty
is not one which Republicans shou'd find it
difficult to meet. But as to its actual foree the
convention will judee in the light of information
from the coolest and best delegates of the Pa-
cific States, in the same way that the objection
that Depew might lose some 4n Western States
will have to be judged in the light of information
from the best delegates from those States.”

Comment oo the above statements slicited the
fact that Senator Sherman's friends have almost
lost hears in their work, and do pet anticipate
the nomioation of their man: also, that the
Gresham advocates have wo hopes whateyer of
success, and are only conduoctiog theirfight with
a view of defeating the man the Republicans of
Indiana have solidly indorsed for the presides-
tis! nomination. An Easters Repubiican Sena-
tor, whose judgement ia second to that of no
man 1n Washington on political affairs, but whe
does not des're his name used, sald in dissuseing
the sitaation this afternoon: “Crantiog that
10e Repobiieans at Chicago will take Mr. Blaioe
st bis word, and acs wisely and nomisate bim

under no circumstances, becanse his nominstion
would b.- dishearienine others who have

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REVIEW OF THE SITUATION.

——c—
The Depew Boom Makes No Headway—Ef-
foris to Prevent an Unwise Nomination,
To the Western Associated Frean.

CHicaco, June 19,—The first day’s session of
the eonvention came a8 & velief to the tired
army of President-makers who have worn them-
selves out in the heated corridors of the hotels,
but it has broughs iyw developments bearing
upon the outcome. More significant than any-
thing olse was the expression of the delegates
concerning Blane's vomioation. The gal-
leries eheered the leader of 1884, and

s0 did the delegates, in moderation, but
when Cairman Thurston warned the convention
that it must not commit suicide by nominatine
Blaine against his will, the delogates gave an
expression of approval. The extreme Blaine
boomers, such as the Californians, for instance,
are to-pight indignaot at Judge Thurston's re-
marks, but the convention as a whole eertainly
did vot resent them. The werdict to-vight is
that the overwhelming sense of the convention
bas been showo to be against the Blaine bnesi-

pess, except in the event of a bopeless lead-lock
and a turning to the lsader of 1884 naturally and
by general conseunt.

In the canvass that is goiog on outside the
convention bhall, perbaps the most significant
feature, as viewed this evening, is the inability
of Depew's riends to make a serious impression
upon the eonvention. During an avowed candi-
dacy of a day and a half he has been able to
matare but little strength outside his own State.
Mr. Depew tonight claimed 140 votes on the
first ballot, but men well informed give him
only 100. He bas, in addition to the 72 votes of
New York, & few in New England
insecurely held, one or two in New Jorsey,
two in Pennsylvania, six or eight in Maryinad,
about the same number in Alsbama, three in
Louisiaoa and scatterine votes to the number,
perhaps, of a dozen more. Depew’s frisnds in
the New York delegation have made great ef-
forts to dispel the prejudice againat him in the
Western States, but without success. Mr. De-
pew himself has taken part in these efforts,
sending for many prominent meo and declariog
to them he could surely carry New York. A
fair sample of the manner in which these argu-
ments bave been received is to be found ina
conference held in Depew's parlor with the Ne-

braska delegation. The Nebraska men

said they should be glad to follow the
lead of New York, but it was their firm eccnvie-

tion it would be nowise todo 80; that the mo-
nopoly question is aburning onein their State,
and wnile they probably should bs able to carry
Nebraska for Depew, they have local, State and
econgressional elections befgre them, and the
‘eandidaey of Depew” would, in their opinion,
seriously impair their pr ts, From svery
quarter come similar expressions, and the De-
pew men to-night admis that neless a change
shall esme mpon the tewper of the conventioo
their movemeut canoot grow.

Out of the confusion, mystery, bitterness,
lack of porpose and proneness to allow to per
sonal prejudices too great weight, which bave
prevailed for some days, a betier fesling is now
coming. Some of the best men of the party
have reached an agreement o work togethewin
an effort to bring order out of chaos and prevent
the making of & dangerous nomination. This
movement embraces such men as Sen-
ators Hale, Hoar and Aldrieh, and
committroman Feersenden, in New Eng-
iand, Seonator Hiscoek and ex-Senater
Platt, Wm. Walter Phelps, Clarkson and Gov-
ernor Gear, of lowa, aud s*veral other prowi-
pent men in the New England and Middle
States. These men bold ocoasional confereaces,
and bave seut for the friends of all the caandi-
dates in the fleld for consultation on points of
availabilitr. The champions of all the ecand:-
dates have been given opportunity to answer
and explain the current objectionsto their fa-
vorites, such as the Chinese records of the Sen-
atoral eandidates, Giresham's tariff views,
Alger's wealth and reecord as a publie man.
Of course, the men engaged in this movement
have personal preferences. Hale 18 for Blaine,
Hoar is fur Sherman, Phelps s a eandidate him-
self, Platt has & leaning toward Alger,and Clark-
son is for All'son, But the feeling Is that per-
sonal preference must be waived and some sort
of an organized eflort made 10 do the wisest
thing for the purty. It is believed this move-
meat bad its orivin in a general eonviction thas
the wnominatios of Depew woanld be im
prudent. Ex-Senator Platt and Wm.  Wal-
ter Phelps, who are opposed to Depew,
were certainly prime movers in thesombination,
and it is elaimed Connecticut’s decision to pre-
sent the name of Sepator Hawley was made for
the purpose of holding votes from Depew. Itis
not the purpose of this combination 1o select a
candidate immediately. The purpose of the men
engaged in it is to go into the ballotiog: with &
tacis understanding that they are to come to-
gether in a crisis which may seom to demand
action oo their part According to the pres-
ent programiwe, the vote of New Engisad,
which, #xcenting Hawley, has no ecandidate, is
10 e split among the other candidates. At the
outses Maine wllf give a vote to svery candidate
in the fleld: Vermont will vote for Sherman: Mas-
sachusetts and New Hampshire will aplit; Rhode
Island will vote for Allison, and Connec:icut for
Hawley.

THE HALL AND THE CONVEXNTION,

—— .
The Finest Room in the Country—Ploturssque
Opeaing of the Coenvention.
To the Western Associated Prees,

CE10AGO, June 19.—~When Chairman Jones, of
the pational Republicas ecommittee, ascended
the platform of the great Avdicorium ball at
peos to call the national convention to order, he
looked upon & scene unparalleled in the history
ot publie gatherings in this country. Larger
assemblages have been heid in more spacious

halls, bat at none have the ocular properties
been 30 sffective or the brillianey of illumination

aod picturesque coloriogs been so splendid
Every face can be seen without effors,

and an audience of less than ten theou-
sand appears to be an almost countiess
multitude. - The magnificent sweep of the great
gallery alone, whiech seats nearly three thousand
persons, is a picture which impresses evea those
familiar with great aundiences, and the whole
scene, batbed in a flood of electric light, shed
by 2,500 incandescent lampsythrills even the
most sluggish bheart. The Apditorium is 260
feet loog and 120 feet wide, with two side bal-
conies and a great gallery, the seats in which

rise tier on tier at an angle of 45 degreea. The
stage, which is but slizhtly raised above the
floor of the ball, commands a view not onl{:lt
the great aundience in front, but of a -
cony in the rear and a 4ter of boxes at sither
side. This stage stretches from side to side of
the hall, and accommodates, in addition to tbe
president’'s platform, which is in the center,
several hundred newspaper reporters. There
are just 8 100 seats in the hall, and when the
convention was cailed to order probably 9,000
people were within the glacee of Chairman
Jones's eye.

The decorations appear a trifle bewildering at
first. The walls, cetlings and every post, pillar
and panel 18 covered with (Oags, bunting aod
streamers in varied artistio designs and colors,
and portraits and paintings of historic scenes
meet the eve everywhere. The red, white and
blue is conapicuous, of course, everywheare, but
a creat sheet of terra cotta bunting bangs as a
roof between the sunlighs, which pours through
it from & great open space just above the great
galleryand relieves the monotony of so
s display of the national eclors. But evea the
sunlight shines but dimly in the great hall, the
electric illnmination being depended upon be-
cause of the impossibility of protecting the au-
dience, in the present unfinished state of the
buildiog and ietting in the day at thesame time.
The arrangement of the electric lamps in ¢
stars sospended from the roof and walls the
hall is one of the most effective and beantiful
features of the secene which greeted Chair
man Jones as he stood, himsell a strik-
iog ficure—tall, erect, with the appearance
and air of a patriarch—with suspended cavel to
bhush the great stir and bustle bafore him to pre-
seut a clergyman, who was to ask the divine
bevediction upon the daliberations of the con
vention,

Some of the details of the Auditorinm decora-
tions are worth s ial mention. At the apex in
frons of the chairman's desk is a pilded American
eagle, and buneath it a portrait of Waasbingion.

On the right of the chairman’s desk is a plaster .

bust of the late Gen. John A. Logan, in heroie
size, draped with saa American flag. Hanging
from one of the bozes at the right is a large
painting of Logan's charge at the battle of At-
Isnta  On the face of the nortn and south walls
of the Auditorium, framed in festoons of large
American flags, and sarrounded by a ~itcle of
electric stars ars portraits of Linecola and
Grant, the d»signs being mammoth in
tion, and forming the two most sirikion details
of the decorations. Flashing ita particalored
brilliancy full into the face of the audisnes and
delegates in & suspended American shieid,
formed of different-colored electrio lamps. This
shield, ite horizon of stars, 1ts stripes of the
Union, are all pietared out and put into a basso
relieve of light by the flashing jets “through the
rod, white and blue globea. A% the points of
exit and entrance to the ball, which
dip like grea: wells into the Auditoriuam, are the
Nation's standards vlanted at either side, and
draped 80 as 10 hide the rough boards which

. form the staircares of these averoues to the con-

vention of which there are suflicient to empty
the place in case of an sccident in three min-
utes. A Boston club has planted its magonificont
banner, five feat long. just bebind the staee, and
it proudly floats, bearing in letters of gold upon
a fleld of blue the sentiments which appear to be
the upparmost io the minds of the delegates
The banner is inscribed:
